Miss Eastman is one of our best teachers and we were 
sorry not to be able to keep her through the year. 

Lhe fall term was taught by Miss Nelhe Charles of 
North Fryeburg. Length of term 10 weeks, number of 
pupils 10. Wages of teacher $5.50 per week including 
board. Paid $1.50 per week for conveying scholar to 
and from District Number 1, and $1.00 per week for car- 
rying scholar trom Wentworth place on the Ridge Road. 

This was Miss Charles first term and we considered her 
work satisfactory. 

Miss Pearl Walker of South Chatham taught the win- 
ter term. Length of school 9 weeks, number of pupils 9. 
Waves of teacher $6.00 per week including board. Paid 
Mrs. Webb $1-50 per week for boarding scholar from 
District Number 1, also paid $6.00 for wood.
